The total cost of medical 
installations should be SR i ,200 
million while the cost of ope- 
rating the Riyadh and Kharj 
projects will be nearly SR1.60U 
million.

40 reported killed 
in Isfahan clashes 


TEHRAN. Dec. 12 (Agen- 
ces) — Two days of fierce 
street battles between troops 
and anti-Shah protesters have 
filled al least 40 persons and 
wounded more than 200 in 
Isfahan. Tran's second city, re- 
liable medical sources report- 
ed Tuesday. 

The sources said the five 
hospitals in the city were pac- 
ked with casualties, many of 
them in serious condition. 

The sources reported more 
than 20 of the persons slain by 
heavy gunfire were killed Mon- 
day when rioting broke out 
after a religious demonstration. 

Diplomatic sources said 
troops had opened fire on rio- 
ting demonstrators from heli- 
copters hovering over the mob, 
but a government spokesman 
firmly denied the report. 

“It is absolutely ridiculous, 
utter nonsense." the official 
said. 

Similar clashes were reported 
in the provincial towns of Tab- 


riz. Arbeldtl. Zanjan and Ara 
where troops reportedly killed 
eight demonstrators. 

A western diplomat in Is- 
fahan. who declind to be iden- 
tified. reported by telephone: 
"The army has regained con- 
trol of the streets. There's still 
some firing tn the air to get 
people off the street*. But the 
situation is not very good and 
it’s very tense ’*

Vietnam Oct 10 on an 18-ton 
fishing boat. It sank in the 
South China Sea, drowning 59 
refugees. Sixty made it to a 
nearby deserted coral island. 

The survivors remained on 
the island more than 40 days 
with little food for water be- 
fore being picked up by a 
Taiwanese fishing boat, but 26 
died of starvation and dis- 
ease en route to Taiwan. 

The 34 who survived arriv- 
ed at the southern port of 
Kaohsiung a week ago and 
were temporarily settled in this 
island more than 250 kilome- 
ters southwest of Taipei.

‘New York Times’ report 


Over 70 at Jonestown possibly murdered 


NEW YORK. Dec. 12 (AP) 
— At least 70 of the People’s 
Temple cuk members who (tied 
in the mass murder-suicide at 
Jonestown. Guyana, were given 
cyanide by injection, the “New 
York Times” said Tuesday in 
a story that quoted Guyanese 
officials. 

The “Times” said the dis- 
closure came from well-placed 
Guyanese government sources 
who said that the injections 
were high on the upper arm 
made it unlikely that they were 


self-administered. 

Most of the 70 injected we 
adults and among them was 
Christine Miller the one wo- 
man identified by survivors as 
having been openly against 
the mass suicide plan of cuk 
leader Jim Jones, the report 
said. 

The “Times’’ also reported 
the discovery that several small 
bottles labeled as liquid Va- 
lium. a tranquilizer, and evi- 
dently swallowed by cult mem- 
bers, actually continued cya- 


nide. 

Tt also said that authorities 
have not positively established 
that Jones, one of two per- 
sons found dead from gun- 
shots. actually took his own 
life. The other gunshot death 
was that of Annie Moore, the 
commune’s senior nurse, who 
was found in Jones* house, 
near a safe in a file cabinet. 
Authorities said her position 
indicated she was shot from 
behind as she turned to speak, 
the “Times”, said. 


In reconstructing the death 

ritual, authorities have conclu- 
ded that it took about five hours 

to complete the task of admi- 
nistering poisoned punch and 
lethal injections to the more 
than 900 cultists who died 
The poison brought death in 
about five minutes. Those who 
drank the cyanide were led 
away to the perimeter of the 
settlement and helped to sit 
down and die so that bodies 
did not pile np around the tab- 
les where the poison punch was 
dispensed. 


TOKYO, Dec. 12 (AP)— 
China's 3.5-miflion-man army 
— shaken by purges and defec- 
tions since the 1950s — is under 
party orders to tighten discip- 
line, return to basic principles 
and establish better relations 
with the public. 

Peking Radio, monitored 
here Tuesday, quoted the of- 
ficial “Liberation Army Dai- 
ly” as saying this in an arti- 
cle claiming victory in the 
campaign to criticize the radi- 
cal “Gang of Four" and for- 
mer Defense Minister Lin 
Piao. 

The party Central Commit- 
tee responded to the army’s 
wish to end the campaign 
with a series of five conditions, 
the paper said. 

These included an end to 
the investigation of the radical 
plot to take over the country, 
criticism of bourgeois factions 
within the army and restora- 
tion of the principles and tradi- 
tions established by the late 
party chairman and co-founder 


of the army. Mao Tse-tung. 

Another called for rehabili- 
tation of more victims of the 
“persecutions and purges" of 
Lin Piao and (he Gang, reso- 
lution of long-neglected prob- 
lems between the army and 
the public to protect the pub- 
lic's interests and restore its 
confidence in the army it knew 
in the past, and greater dis- 
cipline imposed on officers and 
men. 

The paper did not say who 
originated the move to bring 
the antj-Gang of Four, anti- 
Lin Piao campaign to an end 
but the Central Committee's 
response suggested the process 
will be a long one. 

“Even after- it is terminat- 
ed,” the paper said, “this does 
not mean that the venom or 
poison of Lin Piao and the 
Gang of Four have been com- 
pletely wiped out.” 

The “Gang of Four" is the 
epithet for four leading extre- 
mists beaded by Mao's wife, 
Chiang Ching.

Ibe peace talks between Egypt and Israel are still mov- 
ing in ibeir set course despite their interruption iu Washing- 
ton. US. Secretary of State Cyrus Vance has voiced optimism 
only after a few hours of talks in Cairo and Israel. Mr. 
Vance has admitted that two or three points remain in need 
of clarification but he has gone on record as saying that 
progress has been made over the subject of linking the peace 
treaty to the fixture of the Palestinians and Article Six of the 
treaty. 


The secretary of state has refrained from explaining at 
whose expense progress over these two thorny points has 
been achieved. The linkage is a point for Egypt. The uphold- 
ing of the controversial Article Six which gives the treaty 
precedence over Egypt's Arab commitments is a definite 
point for Israel. But to treat the question of war and peace 
in the Middle East as points on a score sheet is an oversim- 
plification that borders on. cynicism. The fact is the problem 
is too complicated for observers to Be able to tell now wbo 
hill win or lose in the end. 


The more immediate problem is the effect of the signing 
of the treaty on inter-Arab relations, especially the moderate 
Arab states which find themselves caught in a bind. The 
moderate states have never Hked President Sadat’s peace 
initiative and have expressed reservations about the Camp 
David agreements. But they have stopped short of condemn- 
ing the Egyptian leader and his efforts and fought stubbornly 
against extremist positions at the recent Arab Summit con- 
ference in Baghdad. There, they successfully argued that 
despite the initiative and the Camp David agreements, the 
whole process may collapse at the last hurdle. Now that the 
last comer appears to have been cleared, the question is where 
will the moderate states stand? 


Gr^ek-Turkish disputes 


Given a choice, they would prefer to sit the whole 
wretched thing out. More likely, the signing of the treaty wfil 
stir a hornet’s nest and the moderates wifi come under terrific 
local and national pressure to take a stand. The tragedy of the 
srtuatioo . is that whatever the moderates decide, Israel wifi 
win and the Arabs wfll lose. If they support Egypt the Arab 
world will be split down the middle and unforetold uphea- 
vals will follow. If they decide against- Egypt, the Arab camp 
will lose that country and weaken it further. 


Judging by their recent performances, the moderate states 
may once again find their hearts with the rejectiontst states 
but their minds nearer to a centrist position. They won’t sup- 
port Egypt outright. Apart from the fact that the moderates 
hold President Sadat responsible for the process that is cul- 
minating today in a most difficult choice for every Arab, 
they feel that the Egyptian leader has squeezed himself in 
a place between them and their traditional afly, the U-S. 


The situation would have looked less gloomy if the peace 
treaty and its inevitable appendices show some gams for the 
other Arabs, especially the Palestinians. The only “gains" 
that exist are related to a long process of negotiations over 
many years. The non-Egyptian Arabs simply do not trust tfeb 
type of deal.

ATHENS — 

Three Greek fanners are sit- 
ting In the Turkish town of 
Edirne and six Turkish fisher- 
men are stuck here in Athens, 
the latest victims of the Greek- 
Turkish dispute. 

All nine have been sentenced, 
the Greeks to ooe month and 
the Turks to IS months, for 
illegal entry, and the sentences 
.have been annulled or com-, 
muted. .The - two governments^ 
agreed to return the prisoners 
to their homelands last month. 

The Greeks were cutting 
wood on an island in -the Evros 
River, which snore or less marks 
the boundary in Thrace between 
the two countries, when Turkish 
soldiers seized them. The Twks 
sailed into port on the Greek 
island of Lesbos, near the 
Turkish coart, by mistake. 

The incidents were unimpor- 
tant but symptomatic of the 
strains existing between the two 
countries. Whale they are for- 
mer allies in the North Atlan- 
tic reaty Organization, that al- 
liance failed to erase the tradi- 
tional sources of tension bet- 
ween them. The Turkish inter- 
vention in Cyprus in 1974 made 
it even more difficult. 

The three fanners are a 
case in point because, of all the 
problems involving the two 
countries, it would appear to 
be the easiest to solve. The 
border originally was on the 
river, but the Evros changes 
course frequently due to floods 
or man-made structures built to 
control the floods. 

In 1971, Greece and Turkey 
agreed on a final border irres- 
pective of future meandering? 
of the river. But neither the 
Greeks nor the Turks have ra- 
tified the agreement, and the 
final demarcation has never 
taken place. 

The six unfortunate Turkish 
fishermen ran afoul of a bigger 


problem, the Greek Turkish dis- 
pute over the Aegean Sea. The 
two countries are in conflict 
over navigational rights, rap! Di- 
lation of ihe seabed, and even 
air traffic control over the 
area. 

With ominous regularity, 
Greeks and Turks shoot up or 
seize fishing boats belonging to 
the other side for alleged in- 
fringements of territorial rights, 

. the. latest coming a little over a 

• month ago when a Turkish pa*\. 

* fol boat rammed and sank a 
Greek fishing boat. When the 
six Turkish fishermen wander- 
ed into Lesbos, they were ar- 
rested and sentenced to IS 
months imprisonment with 
startling rapidity. 

Lesbos is a particularly sensi- 
tive spot for Turkish fishermen 
to come ashore by mistake. It 
is one of several Greek islands, 
within miles of the Turkish 
roast, that have been fortified 
by the Greeks, .which was illegal 
under the international treaties 
that gave them to Greece after 
World War L 

The fishermen's crime hard- 
ly seemed to merit the sentence 
imposed. Similarly, the three' 
Greek farmers, by all evidence 
available here, actually were 
working on territory which will 
be Greek if and when the bor- 
der is finally demarcated. 

Such incidents seem likely tc 
continue to mar relations bet- 
ween ihe two countries until 
the major problems between 


■territorial limit around the is- 
lands, -except in cases where 
several of the islands are even 
closer than that to the Turkish 
coast. 

Tiie Cyprus issue is more 
complicated, partly because 
the Greek government says H 
is not involved. Yet it was in 
reaction to the Turkish involve- 
ment in Cyprus that Greece 
pulled out of the military side 
of NATO. 

- One^resuU- of this was.-the.- 
transformation of -the.,. NATO 
southeast command at Izmir, 
Turkey, into a Turkish-led 
force. With the Greeks out 
of it, NATO gave the Izmir 
command to Turkish generals. 

The United Stales, Canada 
and Britain have put forward 
suggestions to try to get the 
stalled Cyprus negotiations go- 
ing again. They broadly fol- 
low the old pattern under which 
the island received its indepen- 
dence from Britain in 1961, with 
neither the Greek SO per cent 
majority nor the Turkish min- 
ority able to dictate to the 
other ' ,'ach occupying an 
ethnic region under a federal 
government. 

One key new element was an 
American suggestion that the 
Turkish Cypriots make “«gni- 
ficant geographical adjustments" 
in favor of the Greek Cypriots. 

This, too, may not come to 
fruition. The Turkish govern- 
ment has carefully withheld 
comment, but Turkish Cypriot 


been- working — a peace con- 
ference to end the war in Rho- 
desia. 

"We had the feeling that 
Cyrus Vance and David Owen 
were glued to their telephones 
waiting for the report of suc- 
cess from Nigeria,*' Mugabe's 
chief political aide, Edgar 
Tekere, recalled later in speak- 
ing of the U.S. Secretary of 
State and (he British Foreign 
Minister.

Bafr Ashar, Picnic’s general 
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The Picnic Restaurant of Al-Khobar 
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By Barry Reynolds 

AL-KHOBAR — In tine Last 
decade, magazine cartoons 
have depleted Americans on 
Safari stumbling over soft 
drink machines at the African 
jungle or finding Southern 
fried chicken outlets adjoining 
ancient souks 

Recently however, a coun- 
tertrend has appeared the 
adoption of the American fast 
food concept wrffi the substi- 
tution of indigenous dishes for 
the standard hamburger, fish 
and chips and fried food com- 
binations. 

The Lebanese-operated Pic- 
nic Restaurant here *s a flou- 
rishing example of this grow- 
ing trend.- Located on the 
Dhahran — AJ Khobar high- 
way at the first traffic light 
after the airport. Picnic specia- 
lizes largely in take-out ser- 
vice. It offers a tanked but 
well-prepared selection of tra- 
ditional Levantine cuisine — 
at some of the lowest prices 
anywhere. Takeout dinners in- 
clude. kibbeh (dozen for SR 
12), shisk kebab (SR 12), shish 
taouk (SR 14), shawerma (SR 10) 
spinach pies (dozen for SR 12), 
and shrimps (SR 12). Side 
dishes feature tab bull (SR 4), 
mutabbal, also called baba- 
gonoosh or whipped eggplant. 
(SR 3), stuffed vine leaves 
(dozen for SR 8), humus, and 
assorted sandwiches. The latter 
are -usually served on hot pRa 
or Aral) bread and rarely ex- 
ceed .SR 2.50. 

“This is the fastest growing 
restaurant concept in Saudi 
Arabia." says Picnic’s general 
manager. Rafic Ashar. “Saudi 
Arabia is a conservative coun- 
try- with men rarely going out 
.to eat in public with their wiv- 
es. Most prefer to eat at borne 
with their families, so a wefl-' 
prepared, speedy take-out 
menu service was bound to be 
a winner here,” he says. “We 
serve the same foods as the

more expensive nearby restau- 
rants — without the tables and 
waiters. Another reason for 
our establishment four years 
ago was the huge number of 
bachelors working in the area. 
We've captured a good propor- 
tion of this market.” 

The 37-year-old former 
schoolteacher from Mairjayoua 
in South Lebanon has no reg= 
rets about abandoning his cho- 
sen fields — biochemistry and 
English literature — for the 
more lucrative restaurant busi- 
ness. 

“I have many friends — for T 
mer engineers — who are now 
selling hamburgers and such in 
AM erica,'' he says. “In running 
a business you are the master 
and the rewards are great” 
Picnic's food may be Arab; 
but the prevailing ethic here 
volume is American. 

The restaurant’s ■ eight cooks 
can serve 50 people in 15 mi- 
nutes maximum. 

“During busy lunchtimes,” 
boasts Ashar, “We’ve packed 
200 chicken sandwiches, wfth 
side orders of hummus or Tab- 
buli, in less than 15 minutes 
for hungry construction wor- 
kers. On a Wednesday night 
alone, the restaurant cooks 
and packs for 300 to 400 per- 
sons.” 

The biggest favorites conti- 
nue to be the Middle Eastern' 
dishes, especially kibbeh, shish 
kebab, shawerma and breasted 
chicken soaked in oriental spi- 
ces. 

How does he manage ¥o pre- 
pare such traditional compli- 
cated dishes and serve them in 
the fast foods manner from a 
restaurant that barely compri- 
ses 100 square meters, includ- 
ing the kitchen? 

“We’re highly systematized,” 
regies Ashar. “Meats like 
lamb for shawerma, chicken 
for tawook and minced beef 
for kibbeh are prepared before- 
hand, but are not cooked until 


ordered My cooks take the 
best salary because they work 
hardest, and they work hardest 
because they take the best 
salary. In planning elaborate 
dining areas and decor many 
restaurant owners forget that 
the kitchen is really the most 
important area of a restau- 
rant.” 

Like, Ashar. the cooks are 
Lebanese who fled that coon- 
try in the wake of the CrviT 
War. All have had extensive 
restaurant training, mostly in 
Beirut, and are glad to be 
working here. Picnic’s Saudi 
owner, Suleiman Al-Harbi, 
prefers to let the Lebanese run 
the culinary department 

“We have a man whose only 
job R is to prepare the Leba- 
nese dishes,” says Ashar. 

The tabbuii is a special fa- 
vorite and, no matter bow 
much he prepadres, it never 
seems to be enough, Ashar 
adds. It is a kind of tart sal- 
ad composed of finely chopp- 
ed parsley, burghul (cracked 
wheat), tomatoes, onions, offive 
oil and lemon juice. 

Kibbeh, which is considered 
the national dish of Lebanon 
and Syria, is probably the 
most difficult item on the me- 
nu to prepare. In Lebanon one 
is said to be favored by God if 
bom with a long finger, which 
makes the shaping of kibbeh 
easier. The dish consists of 
burghul. grated onion and 
minced lamb or beef pounded 
to a paste. The most popular 
stuffed kibbeh are oval-shaped 
shells of the same paste filled 
with a minced meat mixture, 
seasoned with about 12 diffe- 
rent oriental spices and deep 
fried. 

Ashar says that everything is 
prepared on the premises, even 
the mayonnaise, and that the 
restaurant uses only choice 
cuts of imported beef and 
lamb. The potatoes and other 
vegetables are bought fresh 


from the souk each morning, 
whiMe the small round pita 
bread is ordered specially from 
the bakery in town. 


“As for our shawerma," he 
adds, “it is the only shawerma 
in town that is completely 
finished in'two hours”

ABU DHABI, Dec. 12 (R) 
— Seven Arab oil exporting 
states Tuesday decided to meet 
«n full the anticipated losses 
over tbe next few years of a 
huge tanker repair yard they 
jointly own in Bahrain and to 
finance the yard’s proposed ex- 
pansion plans, it was officially 
announced here. 

Sheikh Khalifa bin Sulman 
bia Muhammad al-Khafifa, 
chairman of the Arab Shipbuil- 
ding and Repair Yard Com- 
pany (ASRY), told reporters 
after an extraordinary meeting 
of the ASRY board here the 
yard, which took its first su- 
pertanker in October last year, 
was facing difficulties due to 
the slump in the world oil tan- 
ker market. 


ASRY is a project sponsor- 
ed by tbe Organization of 
Arab Petroleum Exporting 
Countries (OAPEC) which is 
holding a regular conference 
here. The ASRY board is 
composed of the oil ministers 
of the seven owners — Algeria, 
Bahrain, Iraq, Kuwait. Qatar, 


Saudi Arabia and the United 
Arab Emirates. 

Sheikh Khalifa said the board 
had also approved an amend- 
ment to the ASRY statutes 
which would allow it to go 
ahead with plans for steel fab- 
rication. 

He said this would allow 
the company to consolidate its 
operations. 

Khalifa would not estimate 
the expected operating losses 
of the company or the period 
over which it was tifcei y { ° 
need subsidizing. 

The ASRY dry dock can 
handle tankers of up to 
500.000 tons and was built at 
a cost of S?00 million. 

It is the second OAPEC 
company to be subsidized by 
the owners. Earlier this year 
the Arab oil ministers also de- 
cided to subsidize the operating 
losses of an oil tanker compa- 
ny they own

MINEHEAD, Englana. uec. 
12 (UPI) — Jeremy Thorpe 
tried to interfere with the 
course of justice by putting 
pressure on witnesses, the pro- 
secution charged Tuesday in 
winding up the case against 
the former Liberal Party leader 
who is charged with conspiracy 
to commit murder. 

The three lay magistrates — 


a retired architect, a house- 
wife and a farmer — adjourn- 
ed the 1 6-day-old hearing until 
Wednesday to ponder whether 
they will send Thorpe and 
three other men to a full- 
dress jury trial. 

Thorpe. 49. is accused of 
conspiring to murder former 
male model Norman Scott, 38.

news agency said Tuesday. 

Vance, now in the Middle 
East trying to coax Egypt and 
Israel into signing a peace 
treaty by next Sunday, made it 
known in Cairo Monday that 
he would meet Gromyko be- 
fore the end of the year. 

In Washington. President 
Carter told a televised news 
conference that the United 
States and the Soviet Union 
had made good progress on a 
strategic nuclear arms agree 
ment. (See story page l).
